3* It should be mentioned that In a written memorandum 
dated 26 August 1944 X^Z Washington made it clear 
to SI here that according tOv:dlreotiTea issued by 
the Director, this branch re'gar^d It the responsi* 
bili^ of Z«2 to ret a group of Hungarians considered 
for employment in cei^in SI operational pl^s • It 
was specif ioally stated that SI interests required 
this action and. that within the authorization of 
exiatlng dixectiTes, any resultant studies and recem* 
mendations would be brought to their attention* 

4* -At the end of August 1944 the Chief of X*2 Bari, and 
also the Security Officer at Bari, reportedly gave 
blanket disapproval of the above-mentioned Hungarian 
nationals and refused to assume any responsibility 
for their continued employment* . 

5* Oh 22 September 1944 X-2 Bari, upon a renewed request 
made by SI -OF Bari for X-2 yetting, sent a memorandum 
to x*2 Caserta and asked for careful vetting of the 
above-mehtioned Hu 2 ;igarlan nationals, their a^spoiatee, 
and their contacts; and the formulation of authorita- 
tive statements concerning their suitability for OSS 
employment*

6* On 10 October 1944 X-2 Caserta forwarded to the 
Chief, X-2 Washington, a situation report to* 
gether with all pertinent j|vetting data on the 
personalities involved* This was accompanied by 
a memorandum requesting X*2 Washington action*

attaohad to SI-CE not ozily olrculated freely through 
the OSS Headquarters there, but als6 had **800080 
to all Hungarian and Czeohoslovaician SI files and 
fflaterials*** It was further reported that ea^AHABI 
and KISS were assigned to the now defunct Budapest 
OSS mission ; also that it had been planned to ' 
introduce MAGTARI into Hungary as an independent 
OSS SI-CB agent* Sometime later it was learned that 
lUGTARI had left on a clandestine mission via Sloraicia 
to Hungary at the end of September or early in 
October, 1944* 



7« Barly in November 1944, after this problem had been 
given careful consideration and study by X»8 Wash** 
ington, it was taken up directly with the SI Branch 
and the; Director* A joint 1-2 SI cable was 

sent on 7 November to SI-CE Caserta , in which appre- 
hension was expressed about possible intelligence 
plants by^ and possible operation leaks to the 
enemy through the above-mentioned Eiangarians and/or 
their contacts. It was requested that the views of 
SI-CS Caserta concerning this matter be conveyed to 
SI Washington. 



8. At the end of November a reply to this inquiry was 

received by SI Washington. X-2 Washington was ad- 
vised of this at the end of December. On 29 January 
1949 at a meeting, attended by several members of 
this, branch and by the Assistant Chief of SI, the 
oontents of the Caserta pouch letter were made known 
to 1-2. Two points were of particular interest and 
concern to us. First, it was stated. that the prob- 
lem^ connected with ther -,e|i]^lo^ant of the ajkove-men- 
tioned Hungarians had Ba^n tli^^oughly discus aed with 
X-2 oh about 13 November 1944 Caserta reported- 
ly believed that, given the manner in which the per^ 
sons in question were being used, a satisfactory, 
understanding had been reached with Z-2 Caserta. 
Secondly, SI Washington was advised by SI Caserta 
that the chief concern of X-2 Caserta was no longer 
the continued employment of these Hungarian Nationals 
as ex-eneoQr aliexu, but rather the linkage of one^or 
two of these Hungarians with the British Intelligence 
Service. ’ 

9. Therefore, SI-OX Caserta requested SI .Washington to 
confer with X-2 Washington and nonfim the above, 
namely that' currently Z-2*s^ohief concern was not the 
possiDility. of any linkage with the cxiemy but rather 
the possibility of a linkage with the British. 
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^ffSECPfT 

10. Naturally, we could not confirm the above, nor 
could we agree with it. The Szebutive Officer 

of X-2 stated at this meeting that 1-2 Washington 
continues to apply the general principle that 
X-2 caanot approve the direct employment or 
attachment of any ez-enemy alien personnel 
recruited abroad as members of OSS field or 
office staffs — though such aliens, if off icing 
a, pert and sealed off, under proper control may 
used as sources of information. 

11. On 14 February, 1945 i X-2 Washington was informed 
by X-2 Caserta that a series of conference's 

had been held between the Chief SI, the Chief 
SI-CE and the Chief X-2 in regard to the Hungarian 
Nationals employed by OSS, at which ah under- 
standing was reached that could in no sense of the 
word be termed satisfactory, but was the only 
possible conclusion, namely, that no further 
action would be taken by 1-2 until further 
facts could be ascertained. 



12. It was also reported that BiAGHTARI and K07ACS 
had been dropped into enemy territory on the 
folldwing mission: *to contact certain ohuroh- 

men and others connected with the so-called 
Court Group in Budapest for the pupjose of 
securing a Hungari an re sis tenoe*. With the 
collapse of the H0RTH7 government, which had 
occurred at this time , it was thought that 
this mission had become fruitless and UAG7AHI 
and KDYACS were of no further use to SI-CB. 

It was added that since at the time of their 
drop, no further word had been received from 
them; it was presumed that they had been 
captured or killed* Contrary -wise, that is, 
if they wore overrun or if they were to contact^f 
by any means, an OSS. representative^ 
agreed Immediately to consider them as enemy- 
controlled agents and would malce no further 
use of them. 



13. With regard to APOR, it was stated, OSS 

was making no further use of him as a sburee 
of information, nor., had they considered the' 
use of the proferi^d W/T. He was reported 
at the time to be under close CIC and SCI 
supervision In Rome. KISS, it was said, had 
been assigned to the Budapest city team as 
an interpreter, hov?ever, it was doubted whether 
he would aver actually reach that city. 
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14. iUUDX reportedly was oontinuing as a Hungarian 
consultant to SI-CE at Caserta, however, 
under close surveillance of the X-2 Branch. 

The Chief of X-3 Caserta stated that AHABI 
had been interrogated Informally on several 
occasions in regard to his movements and his 
oontoots in Rome, however, that he still 

had access to SI-CE files and plans. 

15. In conclusion, the Chief of X-3 opined that 
ARADI alone constituted a major threat to 
SI-CE sepurlty— In spite of the fact that 
with the Impending collapse of the enemy 
further SI -CE plans for operation in a new 
territory were considered inconsequential— 
since ARADI could be looked upon as a man who 
very euooessfully had penetrated OSS. In 
view of thlsv the Chief of X-2 Caserta stated 
that long-term surveillance of. ARADI's 
activities had been planned. 



16. On 4 April, 1945, X- 2 Wa shington. learned 

that MACyARI. saw HORTHT on 15 October, 1944 , 
gave himself up to the Russians in Budapest 
in mid-January and was transferred to Debrecen 
from where ^he returned to Home in late March, 
it was suggested at the time by X-2 Wash ton 
that MAGTAHI be In ter rogated in^Rome oh his 
interview with HORTHT, his detailed experience 
with the J-E Landers and the possible nature 
of his mission in Rome. No interrogation 
report has been received here to date- 

17* On 17 March, ,1945, the Chief of X-2, Bari^ 
forwarded to X-2 Washington supplementary 
information, including biographical sketches 
on A Hied -employed Hungarians and their 
contacts. (5ee: Appendix B) . These 
biographical sketches were offered with the 
intention of bringing up-to-date the "Rome- 
Bari Hungarian Chain” whereby Information 
of an operational and intelligence nature 
might have leaked out to the Brljtish and ^ 
the enemy via Hungarians in contact with 
Axis-affiliated diplomatic representatives 
accredited to the Tatloan— reference was 
made speolficaliy to lOTTOR add APOR. These 
.. biographical sketches were not intended to 
reflect advers#ty upon the character of the 
subjects or their pro-A 11 led .sentiments; 
exception at the time was, however, made of 
HALASZ who was under suspicion of Cierman 
Intelligence connections. 
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18. In reviewing the whole problem the 1-2 

Chief, Bari, pointed out that upon analysis, 
he was again brought face to face with the 
basic problem of the employment of unvetted 
foreign nationals recruited abroad as OSS 
staff members, and he whole-heartedly agreed 
with the Z-2 V/ashingtoif.^ principle regarding 
the employment of such personnel (See Para*10)« 

He also stated that in tracing possible 
leakages, it was neoeasary to take into 
consideration the background and i>olltioal 
orient a tlbh of the individuals Involved, 
namely: 

A« As Hungarian nationals active throughout 
their lives in Magyar affairs, they feel, 
on one hand, patriotic ;alleglanoe to their 
own land while, on the other, they are 
professedly in sympathy with the Allies 
who have aided them morally and materially. 
All are politically mature. and soma/ have 
a definite interest; in the destiny W their 
country, to which they e^j^ct to ret^om* 

B. Most of them are employed at tasks ^hioh, 
in recent months, have le^ a good deal 
of their energies unused. Thus they 
see one another frequently, have the salie 
circle of muti^l friends and contacts, and 
may drop Information intentionally or ? 
unintentionally during their visits. '

Cm Subjects make frequent and uncontrolled 
trips to Rome where they meet Baron APOR. 

The Baron, It will be recalled, is a 
former Hungarian envoy to the Holy See 
(v/ho allegedly still continues to 
receive his salary in Swiss francs) . 

Members of the Budapest City Team returning 
from Rome consistently report that APOR 
is well-informed oohoernlng OSS. That 
the Baron is the recipient of Infoimatlon 
emanating from the OSS, other American 
agencies, and the British iir'^^ell established 
now. 

D. The extent of Information on OSS personalities 
, and operations relayed by Baron APOR to Ferenc 

\ lUTTOR or other pro -Nazi Hungarians having 

access to the Vatican channels or enemy 
dlploxaatic circles cannot be" ascertained 
by this Desk from this distance. 
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19. On 29 August, 1945, the Chief of X-2 

Balkans, reporting froaRome, forwarded 
to 1-2 Washington an original statement 
made by MAGfYARI* According to this state- 
ment, MAOYAHI was t old on 13 October, 1944, - 

by Dr. Jusztlnian STO tDI, Prince Primate 

of Hungary, that LDTTOR had dehounoed him, that 
is, KIACTARI, to the Hungarian Foreign Ministry* 
MAGTARI was acottsed of working for the Allies, 
,<■; ’’recruiting partisans in southern Italy 
' against Hungary”, From the above, it can be 
./ .^seen that MA<?TARI was in Hungary on a 
dangerous mission for the OSS when he 
i ; learned of this. (See JDX-197 disseminated 
ij 29 August, 1945 to SCI/A Salzburg).

20. Currently v.a are in no position to know the 
situation regarding these Hungarians. 

According to sketchy reports we. surmise 
that the: basic problems regarding the 
employment of these foreign neitionsls 
still pre veils In ; our and perhaps also 
in.the areo. Ip view of our respbnsi- 

Hiiity and according to the Director's cable 
dated 20 September , .1945 , Wash* j#f9667 , ( sent 
to the coicinand|ng Cfflcer of each station 
for? action and- for X-2,Seourlty,infonnatioii) , 
it is paramount that X-2 carry out the 
principles outlined by the Dir«dtor. It is 
suggested that you look into Jthe counter- 
espionage aspects of the above-mentioned 
problem and sen& us a clear statement of your 
views. It is difficult for us here to advise 
with the Seourltj^fflce on problems of this . 
nature unless oiir field staff communioetes 
with us directly and keeps us auoourant 
cohoemlng Xr<2 vetting matters* X-2 matters 
brought to bii attention through non- X-2 
channelsr-i^e* through the^medlum of the 
Security-Off ice— do not .always reach us on 
time or are available to us in a form which 
will enable us to properly discharge our 

X-2 respbnslbllities.

Beoause of derogatory information reeel ved and uaeoplaiaod Qestape 
coxmectlans prior to his escape* Subject was dismissed from his Job 
as aanounoer at IVB« 

Ihe sxisploion expressed by this Desk to the Canzaandlng Offloer of the 
Budapest Cily Teeni rocoivnc subettuitlatlaa from Bari CIC In Report Ho.
